On behalf of DCPS: Disclosure Letter 
dated July I, 2005. Parentis counsel waived a formal reading of the Due Process Rights.

1) DCPS shall, within thirty- (30) cal«dar days of the issuance of the HOD, 
convene a MDT/IEP mcetiDg to review all current evafaiationSf review and 
revise the student's lEP if warranted and discnss and determine an 
appropriate educational placement for the 2005*2006 school years. 



2) In the event the appropriate placement is to a public school, DCFS shall issue 
a notice of placemrat within five- (5) schools days of the MDT/IEP team 
meeting. If the appropriate placement is to a non -public facility, DCPS shall 
issue a notice of phicetnent wvtbin diirty- (30) calendar days of the MDT/IEP 
team meeting. 



3) DCPS shall fund an independent tutor, selected by the parent, at a rate not to 
exceed SSO-OO dollars per hour for thirty-six (36) hours*

4) AH communicitions and notices shall ht sent through the parentis connscL 



5) Any delay in the above thne frames caused by the student or student's 
counsel shall resnft in an extension of one day for each day of delay.
